TEAM NOTES AGAINST CHICAGO 

• Saturday’s match will be the 41st MLS regular-season meeting between the two teams and the 
60th meeting overall, including MLS Cup playoffs, U.S. Open Cup and SuperLiga meetings 

• Chicago leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two teams, 18-13-9 ... in all meet¬ 
ings, Chicago holds a 28-21-10 edge in the series 

• The Revs are 9-8-3 at home against Chicago all-time, including a 7-5-2 record at Gillette 
Stadium 

• The Revs have struggled at home against the Fire of late, and are 0-4-1 in their last five home 
matches against Chicago, dating back to the start of the 2008 season 

• The Revs are winless against the Fire in their last 10 regular-season meetings, with New 
England's last in-season win coming May 6, 2007 at Gillette Stadium (3-1) 

• Saturday’s match is the first of three regular-season meetings between the two clubs this year... 
on Aug. 18, the Revs will travel to Chicago before returning to Gillette Stadium to host the Fire 
on Oct. 20 

• Chicago won the 2011 regular-season series after defeating New England, 3-2, on Sept. 25 at 
Chicago following a 1-1 draw on June 18, at Gillette Stadium 

• The Revs’ win in Chicago in SuperLiga 2010 remains the Revs’ first - and only -- victory at 
Toyota Park since the stadium’s inaugural year in 2006 ... prior to the win, the Revs were 0-6-1 in 
their seven previous appearances at Toyota Park (2007-present), and had been outscored 14-2 
in those matches 

• The Revs are a combined 2-9-4 in all competitions against the Fire since the start of the 2008 
season ... that record includes nine regular-season games, four playoff matches and two 
SuperLiga games ... the Revs’ 1-0 win on July 17, 2010, in the SuperLiga group stage was their 
most recent victory in the series 

• New England and Chicago have met at least five times per season (regular-season, playoffs, 
U.S. Open Cup, SuperLiga) six times since 2002 ... in 2007 and 2004, the clubs only played 
each other four times each ... the high came in 2006 when the teams met seven times - four 
times in the regular season, twice in the playoffs and once in the Open Cup 

• The Revs and Fire have met in seven of the last 10 postseasons (2002, 2003,2005, 2006,2007, 
2008, 2009)... in total, the teams have met in the playoffs in eight seasons, all since 2000 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST CHICAGO 

• Shalrie Joseph is the team’s active leading scorer against Chicago, with one goal and four 
assists in 23 matches... Joseph's lone goal against the Fire was scored in the clubs’ 1-1 draw on 
May 9,2009, at Toyota Park 

• Ryan Guy has two goals in two appearances against the Fire as Guy recorded two stoppage¬ 
time goals at Chicago on Sept. 25, 2011 

• Matt Reis is the Revolution's all-time wins leader against the Fire with seven, while he has 
posted a 1.48 goals against average and five shutouts ... Reis also has three career postseason 
shutouts in seven appearances against Chicago 

• Diego Fagundez recorded his first career assist on Ryan Guy’s second goal against Chicago on 
Sept. 25,2011 

• In the 2009 MLS Cup playoff series against Chicago, Shalrie Joseph recorded his first career 
postseason goal 

LAST MEETING 

New England 2 at Chicago 3 

Sept. 25, 2011 - Toyota Park (Bridgeview, III.) 

Ryan Guy scored his first two MLS goals as part of a frantic late fight-back, but it ultimately wasn’t 
enough as the Revolution suffered a 3-2 loss to the Fire at Toyota Park. Sebastian Grazzini and 
Dominic Oduro scored inside 10 minutes to give Chicago an early two-goal lead, while Patrick Nyarko 
extended the home side's lead to 3-0 before the halftime break. Guy, making just his second start 
since joining the Revolution in June 2011, struck for a pair of quick-fire goals in the 90th minute and the 
second minute of stoppage time to set up a tense finish, but the goals proved to be mere consolation as 
the Fire held on to claim the full three points.

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MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


REVS WELCOME FIRE ON SATURDAY 

The Revs return home this weekend for the first of first of three regular-season meetings 
against the Chicago Fire this year... the Revs went 0-1-1 against the Fire last season and 
most recently played on Sept. 25, 2011, a 3-2 Chicago win. 

LONELY GAME THIS WEEK 

Saturday's New England-Chicago match is the only MLS match on the docket this week, and 
one of only two scheduled in the next two weeks ... MLS is taking a two-week break from 
league play to accomodate FIFA’s competition calendar (June 1-5, 8-12), although most MLS 
teams are entering and/or competing in the U.S. Open Cup during the week these two weeks 
... the only other MLS match scheduled during the two-week FIFA break is Vancouver at 
Houston on Sunday, June 10. 

REVS PART OF TUESDAY USOC “MLS-ASSACRE” 

The Revolution were one of seven MLS clubs - of the 14 in action that night - to fall in the third 
round of the 2012 U.S. Open Cup on Tuesday... the Revs fell in penalties to the USL PRO 
Harrisburg City Islanders ... after a scoreless 90 minutes, the teams combined for a stunning 
six goals in the 30-minute extra-time session ... the Revolution scored three goals in the first 
15 minutes of extra time - from Kelyn Rowe, Lee Nguyen (penalty kick) and Benny Feilhaber 
... but the City Islanders responded with three goals of their own in the second 15 minute of 
extra time, including a goal in stoppage time, to send the game to penalties ... the Revs fell, 
4-3, in kicks from the spot as Rowe (crossbar) and Feilhaber (save) did not convert for the 
Revs. 

STILL SEARCHING FOR FIRST EAST WIN 

Saturday's match against Chicago will mark the club's third consecutive game against an 
Eastern Conference opponent... the Revs have struggled all year against the East as the 
Revs are 0-4-1 within their own conference ... all four wins of the team’s wins in 2012 have 
come against Western Conference opponents. 

IT WAS A PERFECT MAY AT HOME 

With a draw against Houston on May 19, the Revs finished May’s home slate with a 2-0-1 
record at Gillette Stadium ... prior to this season, the last time the Revs went undefeated at 
home in a one-month period with at least three home games was June 2008 (2-0-1). 

REVS WILL NEED HOME EDGE ON SATURDAY 

The Revs play five of their next six games at Gillette Stadium through the middle of July ... 
the club has relished the chance to play at home, going 3-1-1 in Foxborough, while posting a 
1-7-0 record on the road following Saturday’s 3-2 loss at D.C. United. 

GOALS RAINED DOWN IN MAY 

The Revs scored two second-half goals last Saturday at D.C., pushing the team's May goal 
total to 11 goals in five games ... after scoring just one goal in April, the Revs averaged 
2.20 goals per game in May - including four multiple-goal games - and were held to a single 
one-goal game: the 2-1 loss at Real Salt Lake on May 5 ... following that defeat, the Revs 
averaged 2.67 goals per game in their next three games, scoring four goals against Vancouver 
(May 12) and two goals each match against Houston (May 19) and at D.C. (May 26). 

BUT MULTIPLE GOALS FOR BOTH TEAMS 

Despite an offensive scoring surge in May, the Revs conceded two or more goals three times 
during the month of May ... Saturday's loss to United marked the second consecutive game 
the Revs have allowed at least two goals in a game after the 2-2 draw against Houston on 
May 19. 

WHAT WILL JUNE BRING FOR SCORING/WINS? 

The Revs saw a scoring surge in the month of May, averaging 2.67 goals per game in five 
MLS matches ... since 1996, the club has historically averaged 1.48 goals per game in June, 
but has won just one game in nine June matches since 2009 -- a 4-0 win against New York 
on June 7, 2009 ... last June, the Revs scored three goals in five matches and posted a 0-3-2 
record. 

REIS IS STRONG IN JUNE 

When the summer rolls around, Matt Reis seems to get even better, posting strong numbers 
in the month of June during his career... in 39 previous June appearances - including 32 with 
the Revs - Reis has a 1.32 goals against average and 10 shutouts ... in the last five seasons, 
Reis has averaged 4.41 saves per game in June, leading the Revs to points in 10 of his last 
17 June starts. 

LATE GOALS HURT REVS 

The game-winning goal-against in the 61st minute on Saturday at D.C. marked the second 
straight week that the Revs gave up the game-winning or game-tying goal against in the 60th 
minute or later... on May 19 against Houston, the Revs dropped points after surrendering an 
87th minute equalizer against Houston. 


ANOTER LOSS IN ONE-GOAL GAME 

The Revs’ 3-2 loss at D.C. United on Saturday was the club’s league-leading eighth one-goal 
game this season ... the Revs are now 2-6-0 in those games and last picked up a win in a 
one-goal game on May 2 - a 2-1 win against Colorado. 

REVERSAL OF FORTUNE 

On Saturday at D.C., the Revs came out of halftime with a two-goal deficit, but roared back, 
equalizing with goals two minutes apart - in the 48th and 50th minutes ... that swing marked 
the first time that the team erased a two-goal deficit this season ... the euphoria was short¬ 
lived, however, as D.C. struck for the go-ahead goal in the 61st minute and went on for the 
win. 

SENE’S STREAK EXTENDS 

Saer Sene scored his seventh goal of the season on a rebound finish on Saturday at D.C., 
marking the third consecutive game in which the Frenchman scored a goal, dating back to 
May 12 against Vancouver... Sene is one of three players in MLS to have a current goal¬ 
scoring streak of three or more games, joining Columbus’ Justin Meram (3) and New York's 
Kenny Cooper (4)... San Jose’s Chris Wondolowski posted a league-leading five-game streak 
when he scored in each game from March 24 through April 21. 

SAER’S MONSTER MONTH OF MAY 

Saer Sene scored five goals and added one assist in the month of May after recording the 
Revs’ first goal at D.C. United on Saturday ... Sene scored two goals in the month of March, 
but was held scoreless in his three appearances in April... before Saturday’s goal, Sene 
scored against Colorado (May 2), scored a goal and an assist against Vancouver (May 12) 
and added two goals against Houston (May 19). 

SOARES SHOOTS AND SOARS 

A.J. Soares scored his first goal of the season off of a Chris Tierney corner kick on Saturday 
... the goal was Soares' second career goal after he scored at Philadelphia on Sept. 7, 2011 
... both of his career goals have come off of a header... Soares scored last year at Philly off 
of a free kick, also from Tierney’s service. 

FINALLY SET-PIECE SUCCESS 

The Revs scored their first goal off a set piece on Saturday night at D.C.... the Revs' first 
set-piece goal came off a corner kick as A.J. Soares headed home Chris Tierney’s service ... 
prior to Saturday’s game, the Revs had not scored off a corner kick, or direct or indirect free 
kick yet this season. 

THAT WEEKEND LINEUP LOOKED FAMILIAR 

Saturday's starting lineup against D.C. United - the same one head coach Jay Heaps used on 
May 19 against Houston - marked the first time this season Heaps named the same starting 
11 in consecutive games ... it also marked the first time since Sept. 10 and 19, 2011, that the 
Revolution used the same starting 11 in back-to-back games. 

THAT GUY AGAIN 

Ryan Guy stepped into the defensive central midfield for the second time in as many games 
on Saturday night at D.C., although he was forced out of the game in the 28th minute with 
a right calf injury... Guy had never played that particular position in his professional career 
before May 19 against Houston ... in his Revs career, Guy has played left wing, right wing, left 
back (in reserve games), right back and attacking central midfield, missing only center back 
and goalkeeper from his resume. 

TIERNEY TAKES SHARE OF TEAM LEAD 

Chris Tierney recorded his third assist of the season on A.J. Soares’ headed goal on Saturday 
at D.C. United ... the assist moved Tierney into a tie for the team lead in assists with Shalrie 
Joseph (3)... the assist was Tierney’s 14th career assist in 85 games - and second in the 
month of May following his assist on Lee Nguyen's second goal on May 12 against Vancouver 
... Tierney is now two assists shy of 10th place on the Revs’ career assist list, currently held 
by Joe Franchino (16 assists, 162 games). 

SAER CONTINUES TO BE AMONG LEAGUE’S BEST 

With a goal on Saturday against D.C. United, Saer Sene now has seven goals in 11 appear¬ 
ances ... with seven goals, Sene remains tied for fourth in MLS in goals with D.C.’s Maicon 
Santos (6)... San Jose's Chris Wondolowski and New York's Kenny Cooper share the MLS 
lead with 11 goals each. 

BUT SAER CAN’T DO IT ALL 

Saer Sene has scored seven goals in six different games this season ... despite Sene’s goal 
on Saturday at D.C., the Revs were unable to pick up a point for the first time this season 
when he scores, pushing the Revs' record to 4-1-1 when Sene scores a goal... in games 
in which he does not score a goal - or only records an assist - the Revs are 0-5-0 ... he was 
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unavailable for the season opener on March 10 at San Jose with knee inflammation, but has 
played in all 11 games since. 

REVS WILL NEED MORE SECOND-HALF GOALS 

While the Revs scored twice in the second half on Saturday at D.C., the team has struggled 
overall in the second half of games this season, scoring only five second-half goals this year... 
the team's five second-half goals are tied with Philadelphia for the worst mark in MLS as D.C. 
United leads the league in the category with 16 second-half goals. 

SAER ON A TEAR 

With seven goals this season, Saer Sene has emerged as the team's leading scorer despite 
his newcomer status ... in only 11 appearances, Sene has already passed 2010’s season 
goal leader, Marko Perovic, and is challenging the team's other recent individual season 
goal-scoring highs ... since 2007, no Revolution player has scored more than eight goals in a 
season ... Sene is averaging 0.64 goals per game and, if his current pace holds, could record 
his ninth goal before the start of July.

LATE GOALS ALSO PROVING COSTLY 

Three of the four goals the Revs allowed after the 75th minute this season have cost the team 
four points ... in addition to the two points dropped against Houston on May 19 (going from a 
win to a draw), the Revs lost two more points in the final 15 minutes of play after conceding 
go-ahead goals two other times: a stoppage-time goal at Dallas on April 5 to go from a draw to 
a loss, and an 82nd minute goal from D.C. on April 14 to also go from a draw to a loss. 

GOALS PER GAME AVERAGE RISING 

Following the two-goal performance on Saturday, the Revs are averaging a season-high 1.33 
goals per game and rank seventh in MLS in goals per game, as New York and San Jose share 
the league lead at 2.00 goals per game ... the Revs' season average peaked higher than 1.00 
for the first time following the 4-1 win against Vancouver on May 12 ... the team’s scoring aver¬ 
age plummeted below 1.00 after scoring just one goal in April - a Jose Moreno goal on April 14 
against D.C. United - but has been on the rise since May 2. 

CONTINUING TO MOVE UP THE SCORING CHART 

The Revs’ two-goal match on Saturday moved the club into a tie with Seattle for sixth in goals 
scored (16), as league-leader D.C. United has 28 goals ... the Revs are four goals shy of fifth 
place, held by Colorado (20 goals, 13 games). 

MULTIPLE GOAL GAMES CONTINUE FOR REVS 

Following a third-consecutive multiple-goal game, the Revs now have five multiple-goal games 
this season and are tied with Montreal and Columbus for sixth in the league in the category 
through 12 games ... D.C. United leads the league in multiple-goal games with nine in 15 
matches. 

BENNY AMONG LEAGUE’S BEST IN FOULS SUFFERED 

With six fouls suffered on Saturday against D.C., Benny Feilhaber is now third in MLS with 
29 fouls suffered in just nine appearances this year, five fouls behind league-leader Fredy 
Montero of Seattle (34 fouls suffered, 13 games) ... when comparing the averages among 
the league's top 10 in the category, Feilhaber has suffered a league-best 3.22 fouls per game, 
leading Montero (2.62) and Montreal’s DavyArnaud (2.54). 

REVS ADD ANOTHER TEAM ASSIST 

Chris Tierney’s assist on A.J. Soares' goal on Saturday was the team’s 14th of the season 
... the Revs’ 14 assists are tied for ninth in MLS with Vancouver... Shalrie Joseph and Chris 
Tierney share the team-lead for assists with three, while Lee Nguyen and Saer Sene each 
have two assists ... of the team's 16 goals scored, 11 have been assisted, four unassisted in 
the run of play and one via penalty kick. 

PLENTY OF CLOSE GAMES SINCE APRIL 

In the last eight matches, dating back to April 5 at Dallas, all but one game -- the Revs’ 4-1 
win over Vancouver on May 12 - has been either a one-goal decision or a draw... the Revs 
played five consecutive one-goal games from April 5 to May 5 before the three-goal win 
against WhiteCaps FC .... following the team’s 2-2 draw against Houston on May 19, the Revs 
played another one-goal contest on Saturday, a 3-2 loss at D.C. United. 

SOARES ADDS TO TEAM ATTACK 

With his goal at D.C. United on Saturday, A.J. Soares became the ninth different player to 
score a goal for the Revolution this season ... of the nine Revolution goal scorers this year 
- including Saer Sene (7) Blake Brettschneider (1), Fernando Cardenas (1), Shalrie Joseph 
(1), Jose Moreno (1), Lee Nguyen (2) Kelyn Rowe (1), Soares (1) and Chris Tierney (1) - only 
three scorers (Joseph, Soares and Tierney) were members of the Revolution last season. 


LEFTSIDE IS LOCKED DOWN 

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - left 
midfield and left back - have been locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney, respectively 
... since the second game of the season and in all but one contest since then, those two play¬ 
ers have played in line down the left side ... while neither player was among the starters in the 
season opener at San Jose on March 10 (Tierney serving a suspension from the 2011 season 
finale and Nguyen coming on as a sub at withdrawn forward), Nguyen got a break from the 
starting lineup on May 2, but came on as a substitute later in the gam. 

BRETTSCHNEIDER MAKES IT FOUR STRAIGHT 

Blake Brettschneider made his fourth consecutive start on Saturday ... the D.C. match marked 
the and third-straight game he lined up with Saer Sene on the forward line ... so far this 
season, five different players have earned starts at forward: Blake Brettscheider, Fernando 
Cardenas, Ryan Guy, Moreno and Sene ... Jay Heaps has used a two-striker formation in 10 
of the 12 games this season with the partnerships below:

REIS IS TOP SIX IN SAVES 

Matt Reis has recorded just one save in each of the last two games, but despite the save 
shortage, Reis enters the week tied for sixth in MLS in saves with Montreal’s Donovan Ricketts 
(39 saves), 12 behind league-leader Andy Gruenebaum of Columbus (51 saves, 12 games)... 
Reis made at least four saves in a game in four straight matches from April 28 to May 12. 

REIS HAS BEEN THE GO-TO GUY IN NET 

Matt Reis has played every minute in goal through 12 games this season, marking the first 
time since 2008 that Reis has done so ... in 2008, Reis started the club’s first 19 games of 
the season and missed just three games that year... Reis missed four games early in 2009 
with knee inflammation, 12 games in early 2010 while on the disabled list following off-season 
shoulder and knee surgeries, and two games early in 2011 with an adductor strain. 

THE CENTRAL SIX 

Of the 23 players who've appeared in a game this season, only six players have played at 
least 80 percent of the minutes ... Matt Reis has played all 1080 minutes this year, starting all 
12 matches ... A.J. Soares is the only other player who has started all 12 matches, while Lee 
Nguyen has made 12 appearances (10 starts)... Shalrie Joseph and Chris Tierney have each 
made 11 starts - each missing a game while serving a suspension - while Clyde Simms has 
made 10 starts, but missed the last two matches with an ankle injury.

Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the 
MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through June 
2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded 
his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in minutes 
(21,619) appearances (243) and starts (238).
